Many a Wise and Level-Headed Handler and Adviser Has | 


Won a Gontest for His Man. 


NOT AN EASY JOB TO BE ENGAGED IN BY ANY MEANS. 


——s — 


A Hundred Little Details Must be Promptly Attended to, to Say Nothing of 
the Minute’s Work Between Rounds. 


The average spectator at a prize fight would not be- 
lieve that two-thirds of the credit of winning a ring 
contest should be given to the fighter’s second, but that 
is literally true. 

Every one recognizes the ability of the boxer himself 
who has just won a brilliant victory, while the man 
who “signed him up,” as seconds call the act of coach- 
ing their fighters, gets no more credit than for fanning 
the fighter well with a damp towel. 

Of course, to say that a poor fighter can be seconded 
by an expert bottle handler and Ly the magic of the 
latter’s skill alone get the decision over his superior 
opponent is absurd, but in a fight between two men 
equally matched the greater part of the victor’s success 
should be credited to the second. 

In the fight at Detroit between Forbes and Tokell, all 
the seconds in Christendom could not have taken the 
championship away from the American, for he out- 
classed his antagonist at every style of fighting. 

When a fighter enters the ring for a battle all he has 
to do is to fight. The gloves are tied on his hands and 
he has nothing to think of except to put out his 
opponent. 

On the other hand, his seconds are the busiest men at 
the boxing match. They prance around to find any 
slight flaw in the construction of the ring, bind their 
charges’ hands and get their water bottles, smelling 





salts, collodion and such things in order where they | 


can reach them quickly when the fighter comes back 
to his corner at the end of a round. 

In championship fights there are usually four men 
in each corner. One ot them is the chief adviser, who 
does nothing during that intermission between the 


blows of the other fellow, how to lead for his head or 


hardly see, so fast has been his motion for the past 
three minutes. Therefore nothing should be in his 
way. 

The chair once placed in position, the fighter is seated 
and the precious sixty seconds are used to the best ad- 
vantage to get him in shape to go back and “cop”’ the 
other boxer. 

It may happen that every part of the man’s body 
needs attention. He breathes in long breaths while he 
is fanned with adamp towel. His tired muscles are 
kneaded. 

Perhaps a gash has been inflicted en his face; if it is 
bleeding. collodion is applied to stop the flow of blood. 

His tights are held out from the body that he may be 
saved from any distress in the region of his stomach. 
Ifthe fight has been going very long the boxer’s 
stomach may be getting weak. 

A little suck at an orange will help that difficulty and 
will put a sweet taste in his mouth. 

Suppose, worse still, that the man comes back al) but 
out. The other fellow has given him an awful grueling. 
The chief second, or adviser, as he is sometimes called, 
then bas a chance to show what he can do. 

It might look advisable to throw up the sponge, but 
if the man is in shape to go on a clever dodge may vet 
win out, and after a full minute of stimulants, smelling 
salts and all the advice that can be crowded into the 
fighter’s head he goes out again, either to go down and 
out before a swing from his opponent or rally and land 
an unexpected knockout. 

A good trick that has saved many a fighter a bout 
almost lost is to come back in such a way that his ad-

walk in and smash the groggy looking fighter on the 
jaw and take the money. 

Usually a man is anxious to do that and, after trying 
the apparently hopeless opponent two or three times, 
he may get careless and leave himself unguarded while 
he goes in to finish his man. 

The latter has a chance to carry out the scheme of a 
good second at this point by cutting loose with a right 
to the jaw or solar plexus or the vulnerable point that 
his second has discovered in the other. 

That sounds like an impossible thing to do, but the 
veteran of the prize ring knows it happens very often. 

The care of the fighter does not end with the termi- 
nation of the fight. After the fight the man should get 
a good rub, a cool sponge off and be wiped dry. 
should be dressed in warm clothes and taken to a hot

bath, which takes the stiffness and soreness out of his | 


muscles, 

A drink of cool, fresh milk will be healing and nour- 
ishing to his stomach, which is tender from the hard 
and violent exercise he has undergone in bis fight. 

Most fighters make a big mistake in staying out late 
and not giving themselves the proper attention after 
their fights. As a result they are sore and stiff and 
very often sick for several days. 

This conduct indulged in ata time when the fighter 
should be home in bed nursing his bruises has its dis- 
astrous effect and shortens a man’s fighting life to a 
large degree. 

All this can be avoided, if they will not allow them- 
selves to be tempted by their many admirers. Says an 
old second : 

“If your charge loses give him the same attention 
you would had he been as fortunate as his luckier op- 
ponent. To be sure, it is one of the most disheartening 
features of a second’s work to care for a loser, but a fel- 
low who fallows pugilism must learn to take the bitter

Jim Corbett has announced that if he defeats Jeffries 
he will meet George Gardiner for the heavyweight title. 
Corbett holds Gardiner in great esteem and he thinks 
the Lowell man is one of the cleverest fighters in the 
business at his weight. 

“Tf I beat Jeffries, and I am banking on doing so, I 
will be willing to match myself against George Garii- 


ner for the championship,”’ said Corbett. ‘Gardiner is 





one of the cleverest men in the ring and is fully en- 
titled to a match with the victor of this fight.” 

When questioned as to his condition at the present 
time and how he enjoyed his training, Corbett replied: 
“I never felt better in any day of my life. All this gos 
sipand talk of my being overtrained is bosh and is 
Started by friends of Jeftries.”’ 

Corbett had this comment to make on the Gardiner 
Root fight: “I picked Root to win because of his show 
ing in his previous fights. [ miscalculated, however, 
and the best man won. Gardiner showed perfect ring 
generalship from start to finish. I have read a full 
account of the battle and have studied the report of 
rounds with a great deal of interest. The Lowell man 
jJabbed his opponent from the beginning of the fight 
and when the twelfth round was reached had a good 
chance to dispatch him—an opportunity he didn't 
overlook.”

The latter landed a few more resounding wallops on his 
man. But the punches were only the preliminaries to 
the one Corbett was playing for. Maynard was pro- 
tecting his face.

THE KNOCKOUT PUNCH. 


Pugilists will no doubt be interested in the following 
concerning the knockout blow. Whether they will 
understand it or not isa question. It was written by a 
young man with spectacies and a bulging forehead. 

“Inasmuch as all boxing contests which terminate 
speedily are, as a rule, ended by this character of coup de 
grace, the physiology of it is of great interest. A man 
struck with any degree of force upon the mental area 
of the Jaw, although he may be in perfect physical 
condition, instantly collapses and falls to the ground. 
The attitude assumed in recovery, which may be in- 
Stantaneous or delayed some minutes, is most charac- 
teristic. He squirms about, raises his head and rolls 
his eyes in an attempt to locate himself. He tries to get 
on his side and elbow. He endeavors to rise upon his 
hands and knees. If he regains his feet he staggers 
like a drunken man, and should he proceed to reopen 
hostilities he is usually promptly “put out” by his ad- 
versary. The blow is practically never fatal, the heart’s 
action is never unduly accelerated, the pulse and 
respiration are normal; the pupils are normal; there is 
no headache, no sweats, no cold extremities, no pallor 
—none of the ordinary signs of shock or concussion. 
James G. Duncanson (British Medical Journal, April 
4, 1903) believes the condition to be due entirely to a 
shaking up of the endolymph in the semi-circular 
canals. When the blow is administered there is a violent 
over-twisting of the head, which is held in its ante-

Now it is Jim Jeffries’ friends who are 
anxious about the champion's condition on the day 
when he steps into the ring to battle with Corbett for 
the heavyweight championship of the world, At the 
time of writing this the reports from his training quart- 
ers have been extremely unsatisfactcry and it is said 
that his physician advised him to quit training and 
nurse a case of blood poisoning. Long betore this 
match was made Jeffries’ ailments were a subject of 
talk and comment in sporting circles. It was openly 
asserted that his biood was in bad condition and that 
he made the trip to the coast to brace up from the 
effects of the wild life he led in and about Chicago while 
touring with Fitzsimmons. Under the strenuous life 
he indulged in when first undertaking to get into con- 
dition his system became feverish, and naturally bis 
condition resulted in the breaking out of inflamed sores 
on the body. 

Under treatment he undoubtedly will recover, but it 
is said that he will not be as good, strong and fast as he 
would have been were he now possessed of good health. 

Such a condition of things must be deplored, for 
there is no doubt but that Corbett will be in prime 
condition on the day of the fight. He put his endur- 
ance to the test the other day and is satisfied with the 
result. He engaged in a spell of fast work which occu- 
pied as much time as a twenty-round contest under 
Queensberry rules would have done and he came 
through the ordeal feeling comparatively fresh. Jim’s 


opponents were of a mixed character, and at the end 
of three minutes he enjoyed a minute's rest, just as he 
would have done bad his work been made up of the

boxing alone. He went at the heavy swinging bag for 
a few rounds, then he boxed with one of his sparring 
partners and wrestled with the other. 

Next Jim took a crack at the light ball, punctuating 
his performance with one-minute rests, until he had

work, and the fear is expressed that he will over-reach 
himself. He has been advised to taper off to some ex- 
tent now that he bas tested his speed and strength in 
the manner described, but Corbett is inclined to resent 
advice on this subject. He says he has made a par- 
ticular study of bimself for a year past and has ascer- 
tained to a nicety to what length he may go in the mat- 
ter of improving his condition. He says it is ridiculous 
to hint that he may overshoot the mark and become 
stale. 

Corbett is more than sanguine about the outcome of 
the fight and says he is sure of winning. His confi- 
dence 18 such he expects to win with a knockout Instead 
of on points, as is generally surmised. The ring is to 
be twenty-four feet square, and with that space, de- 
manded by Corbett, it appears he intends to win by 
clever footwork and not by attempting to hook into 
the solar plexus and cross on the jaw. In all of Cor- 
bett’s battles he did his bard work while in training, 
with the result he had nothing left in him when 
stripped for real action in the ring. In this contest he 
is doing the same—that is, if reports can be relied upon. 
Several days ago it was said be pumped out his spar- 
ring partners without taking a long breath, and as, 
without doubt, he will continue at the same rate of 
speed until the day of the battle, and then will be all in 
when he enters the ring. 

Jeftries, in anything else but perfect condition, will 
bave a lot of trouble reaching Corbett with the one 
punch with which he expects to end this fight, as he 
did the previous one. “If the latter is faster on his 
feet and the champion is slower he won’t have a 
chance,” as Tommy Ryan says. “it is astonishing to 
see the way Corbett gets around on his legs. He can 
stand a lot of exertion, too, without drawing a long 
breath, and Iam sure he has improved in punching 
power. For that matter he hurt Jeffries a good deal in 
that other fight. There was one time when he caught 
him with a short right on the chin coming out ofa 
clinch, and I assure you the big fellow’s legs shook like 
a leaf.” 

it has been learned definitely, too, that an under- 
standing has been reached by which Ryan will be one 
of Corbett’s seconds on the night of the championship 
fight. That will be a lot to Jeffries’ disadvantage for

| trained him for two championship fights and claims 


the credit of teaching Jeffries all he knows about the 
scientific possibilities of the game. 
Tommy and Jeffries had a misunderstanding about

He could not 
have made freer use of his arms, legs and muscular 
system generally if he had figured in a boxing bout 
where both men were carrying each other along at a 
merry clip from start to finish. Corbett has been work- 
ing up to this test for weeks past. Ile is particularly 
well pleased with the way his breathing apparatus 
stood the strain.

siders the report that he has come all the way to the 
coast in search of a chance to get even places him ina 
bad light with the sporting public.

It is evident from the number of inquiries 
which are being turned loose, regarding Corbett’s right 
to claim the championship title if he wins a decision 
from Jeffries on points instead of knocking him out, 
that a lot of fight experts believe the former champion 
will be there, or thereabouts, at the finish of the twenty 
rounds. Replying to the question it is obvious that the 
two men have agreed to fight for the title of champion, 
and it is equally obvious that a decision in favor of 
either man, regardless of how that decision is won, will 
justify the one in whose favor it is rendered to all the 
honcrs for which the contest is fought. It is ridiculous 
to assume that if Corbett outfights, outpoints and out- 
generals his opponent, proves himself to be sufficiently 
master of the situation to justify the referee in decid- 
ing him a winner, that Jeffries can be called champion 
just because a knockout blow was not administered. 
Corbett wasn’t actually knocked out when Fitzsim- 
mons defeated him, and yet nobody ever disputed Fitz's 
right to claim the title when he won. An interesting 
point has been raised and many of the best known 
pugilistic writers are at variance on the subject, and the 
opinion of such a well qualified expert as Otto Floto, of 
Denver, must be respected. Mr. Floto says: 

“Corbett will be just as much of a champion as Jef- 
fries is. The big fellow is the only heavyweight cham- 
pion we have had who has not won his title in a finish 
fight. That being the case, if Corbett wins. why not? 

“Of course, Jeffries won the title from Fitzsimmons 
by the knockout route, and is therefore entitled to 
more credit than Corbett will be if he should gain the 
decision. The only real way, however, to gain the 
championship is like the old-timers used to vin, and 
that is in a finish fight. Then there is no argument as 
to which is the better man. 

“In the olden days the men fought until there was a 
winner and a loser, and the winner was the champion. 
Sullivan is the last real champion we have had. He 
won his title on the turf according to London prize ring 
rules, the only rules that stand for championships. All 
the other champions won their titles in clubs which 
sprang up after Sullivan had defeated Ryan. 

“With the inauguration of the clubs came a change 
from London prize ring rules to the Queensberry code. 
There was more money in fighting under them than 


the old style, and it is, after all, the old gag, ‘When in 
| Rome do as the Romans do,’ 


“Asthe men are fighting under Queensberry rules, 
and as the battle is advertised as being for the cham- 


, pionship, there is no good reason why Corbett should 








not be hailed as champion if he gains the decision, even 
if he does not muss the present champion’s hair. Of 
course, there will be many who will call it a sort of 
papier mache cham pionship—but it’s a championship, 
for all that.”

During the heated period when the at- 
mosphere is conducive to somnolence, dreams are 
plentiful—pipe dreams, and in this category may be 
placed the latest emanation from Bob Fitzsimmons’ 
superheated dome of thought. It relates to the mem- 
orable battle between John L. Sullivan and Jim Corbett, 
which resulted in the latter winning the title of heavy- 
weight champion of America, and an attempt is made 
to bring discredit upon Jack McAuliffe, the former 
lightweight champion. Fitzsimmons said: 

“I was thinking of the Corbett-Sullivan fight the 


other night. That was certainly a time never to be | 


forgotten. 
and nervous, stood facing each other. In the first 
round Corbett kept running away from the big fellow 
and was roundly hissed by the spectators. He raised 
his hands as much as to say, ‘wait a little while and [ 
will show you fellows something you don’t expect 
to see.’ 

“About the fifteenth round, Jack McAulifie, who was 
in Sullivan's corner, realized that the champion was 
beaten. ‘I never saw this fellow fight before in my 
life,’ said Jack. ‘Why, be don’t know one hand from 
the other, and he hasn't got a chance to win to-night.’ 

“When Sullivan came back to his corner, after the 
fifteenth round, McAuliffe reached over and whispered 
the following in his ear: ‘Grab him this round and 
kick him, You may win, as Duffy might be afrald to 
give the decision against you. If he does the public 
will say: “Poor old Sullivan was robbed.”” Now do as 
I tell you. You are the champion and the public is 
with you. It’s your only chance.’ 

“Either Sullivan did not want to, or did not know 
how to do it, but on leaving his corner he assured Mc- 
Auliffe he would do as he was told. In the twenty-first 
round he sank to his knees much like dropping a 
handkerchief and could not get up within the required 
ten seconds. He was not knocked out, but the fast 
pace exhausted him and he could go no further. On 
gaining his feet the first thing he did was to walk to 
the ropes and say: ‘I am glad it was an American who 
defeated me.’”’

Pugilists who have been knocked out will 
certainly appreciate the following pathological ex- 
planation of how it happened. A well-known dis- 
penser of scientific knowledge being asked to explain 
the effects of a knockont blow said he believes the con- 
dition to be due entirely to a shaking up of the 
endolymph in the semi-circular canals.

KID LAVIGNE 
~ GREAT FIGHTER 


Rise and Fall of America’s Premier 
| Lightweight Pugilist.

The cable tells us that George (Kid) Lavigne has 
opened a boxing school in Paris and is doing very well.

the most successful pugilists the world has ever known 
As Mr. Edgren, in commenting the other day upon his 
adventurous career, said, he has fought all over the 
| United States, in England and in France. 
he has gone things have come his way. He has been 
for years the pet of all fight lovers. But no other man 
who earns his living by donning the padde.! gloves has 
fallen more pitifully than the Saginaw Kid. 

Lavigne is a living example of the fact that no fighter 
can be successful while looking upon the wine when it 
is red, or any other eolor, for that matter. Lavigne for 
several years has been engaged in accumulating over- 
doses of liquid refreshments. Drinking and dissipation 
have made a wreck of tbe greatest little fighter the 
world ever saw. 

In his class there never has been a fighter equul to 
the man from Michigan. Lavigne never shirxed 
a fight. He was willing to take on anyone at a 
moment’s notice—lightweight, welterweight or any old 
weight. 

For years he fought along without learning the bitter- 
ness of defeat. He thought the man wouid never live 
who could take his measure. Then came the downfall 
he had invited by ceasing to take care of himself in the 
manner that had made him champion of the world. 

Lavigne, like some of the fistic experts who have fol- 
lowed in bis wake, went over to England. There he 
whipped Dick Burge, the hitherto invincible English 
lightweight. The Englishmen couldn’t see how any 
nan on earth could have a chance with Burge. When 
the men entered the ring the betting was 3to1 on the 
| Briton, He stood four inches over Lavigne. He had 
been knocking out the best heavyweights that England 
could produce, His reach was inches longer than that 
of the American, He was pounds heavier. 

The fight went seventeen rounds. To the surprise of 
the Englishmen, Lavigne rushed: and rushed in what 
they regarded as the most unscientific manner. He 
| forced his way in and hammered away at close quart- 
ers. In England a fighter is supposed to stand off and 
jab his opponent at long range, trying to land blows in 
as graceful a manner as possible. The American idea 
of fighting, as introduced by Lavigne, was much differ- 
ent. He knocked out Burge in the seventeenth round. 

Lavigne, according to the ‘Police Gazette Sporting 
Annual,” in which his full record is published, was 
born in Bay City, Mich. There he lived until be was 
about twenty-three years old. He won a few small 
| fights and then started out to conquer the world. He 
landed in Toledo, O., flat broke. There he made the 
acquaintance of a bookkeeper who “staked” him to a 
few dollars and got him an engagement to fight. 
Lavigne struck a winning streak under the manage- 
ment of Sam Fitzpatrick. Soon he was on the road to 
success and the wealth that the prize ring showers on 
its favorites. 

Then came that memorable battle with Frank Erne 
in Buffalo, and I saw the great little champion go down 
to defeat. Then “Elbows’’ McFadden knocked him 
out in the nineteenth round of a hot battle. Lavigne 
was gone. Two years laier he tried to regain his old 
position. In California he knocked out Tim Heggerty, 
of Australia. Then Jimmy Britt, who afterward 
knocked out Frank Erne. beat him decisively in eight 
rounds. That was about the end of Lavigne’s ring 
career.
